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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed August 23, 2006, seeking to add a 
claim for priority to nonprovisional Application No. 09/602,279, filed June 23, 2000, by way of a 
certificate of correction. 

Petitioners filed Application No. 09/608,750 on June 30, 2000, which issued as Patent No. 
7,032,226 on April 18, 2006. A claim for priority was submitted on filing; however, the claim 
failed to provide the application number of the prior application. On October 22, 2003, and 
March 10, 2004, petitioners submitted amendments requesting the entry of the claim for priority 
to Application No. 09/602,279. The examiner failed to acknowledge either amendment. 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2)(iii), a reference to a prior-filed nonprovisional application must 
be submitted in an application data sheet or in the first sentence of the specification after the title. 
In this instance, petitioners failed to include the reference to nonprovisional Application No. 
09/602,279 in the first sentence following the title in the specification in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.78(a)(2)(iii). Rather, petitioners included the reference under the cross-reference 
section of the specification. The Office further notes that the amendment submitted by 
petitioners during the pendency of the application only amended the contents of the sentence, 
but not the location. 

As petitioners are not entitled to entry of the priority data, no certificate of correction will be 
issued. Accordingly, the petition is dismissed .
